Her  charges  were  reproduced 
here,  with  the  comment  that  she  may  not  nave  got 
ah  her  facta  straight,  hut  in  any  event  petty  jealousy 
based  on  rank  ii  all  too  common  in  service  married 
quarters. 

“This  is  only  a higher-pressure  version  of  the 
‘keeping  up  with  the  Joneses'  attitude  that  keeps  so 
many  civilians  in  bondage.  But  in  married  quarters 
the  neighbors  are  so  close,  and  they  know  so  much 
of  each  other's  business,  that  there  is  no  escape.  . . ." 

So  now  some  ladies  from  Belmont  Park  wTite  in 
to  declare  flatly  that  there  is  no  discrimination  based 
on  rank.  I say  that  there  is,  and  that  the  ladies 
are  wrong. 

For  this  I have  the  word  of  several  people  who 
have  lived  in  naval  housing  herr  and  elsewhere.  One 
of  them,  who  was  in  the  navy  for  10  years,  is  only 
a minute  away  from  this  desk. 

I don’t  know  how  many  people  are  guilty  of  such 
snobbery.  Maybe  10  per  cent,  maybe  30  or  40  per 
rent.  The  ladies  declare  that  everyone  in  their  circle 
Is  friendly  and  co-operative  I am  sure  they  are 
telling  the  truth  They  are  lucky  not  to  run  into 
such  snobbery,  that's  all.  It  does  exist  elsewhere. 
Some  people  don’t  like  to  fare  unpleasant  facts;  other 
people  are  too  generous-minded  to  recognize  snobbery 
when  they  see  it.

The  ladles  go  on  to  point  out  that  naval  men  and 
thpir  wives  and  children  are  just  people  trying  to  get 
along,  and  that  they  are  an  asset  to  the  community. 
Of  course  they  are.  Nobody  said  otherwise. 

Being  just  people,  they  are  subject  to  human 
faults.  When  placed  together  in  a housing  estate,  no 
matter  how  spacious  and  well-conducted,  some  of 
them  fall  prey  to  gossip  and  petty  jealousy.  Not  all 
of  th**m.  Just  some.  And  those  who  do  fall  into 
such  attitudes  lead  cramped,  mean  lives.  It  isn't 
because  the  men  are  in  the  navy.  It  would  he  the 
same  if  they  were  in  the  Pest  Extermination  Squad 
or  the  Argentine  Const abulary.

Not  Geared  to  Emergency 


THE  thonrifvs  on  defence  bring  ex- 
pnunded  in  a series  of  addresses  by* 
Lieut  -Grneral  Guy  Simonds.  who  spoke 
here  vestenday,  are  based  on  his  bell 
that  as  a nation  Canada  is  woefully  unpre- 
pared. Listening  to  the  former  army 
hlef  of  staff  speak  with  a clarity  and 
analytical  power  not  too  often  noted  on 
platform  it  was  difficult  not  to  agree 
with  him.  As  he  outlined  the  situation 
obviously  this  country  is  not  shaded 
against  a military  crisis  as  it  should  be. 

The  general’s  premise  is  that  we  have 
been  living  in  a state  of  international  emer- 
ecncv  for  the  past  in  years  and  there  Is 
no  end  in  sight  He  sees  no  possibility  of 
real  eo-existenee  between  Soviet  Russia 
nd  the  democrat le  West,  simply  because 
their  ultimate  aims  are  irreconcilable 
Communism  exist*:  for  the  state  and  the 
free  democracies  exist  for  the  individual: 
the  division  i«  fundamental.  Nor  is  Com- 
munism purely  idealogical;  it  includes  on 
the  part  of  the  Soviet  state  a national 
Imperialism  that  has  been  an  integral  part 
of  Russian  character  and  policy  for  hun- 
dreds of  years.  This  Is  easily  connrmed 
by  any  student  of  history. 

This  poses  a continuing  threat  for  the 
West  never  lessoned  by  any  surface 
change  in  Soviet  political  actions.  Such 
changes  are  merely  tactical  application  of 
long-range  Soviet  strategy.  Sometimes 
Communist  emphasis  Is  placed  on  imperial- 
ist expansion,  as  evidenced  by  physical 
intervention  in  outside  areas;  sometimes 


by  the  spread  of  its  ideologies  by  well- 
known  boring  and  propaganda  methods. 
Each  course  of  action  Is  determined  solely 
hv  what  seems  to  be  to  Immediate  Soviet 
advantage.  A Western  change  of  heart 
could  never  coincide  with  Communist 
philosophy,  and  General  Simonds  sees  no 
possibility  whatever  of  Russian  Commu- 
nism changing  to  Western  concepts  of  life. 

In  modern  military  terms  Canadian 
defence  is  based  on  either  of  two  schools 
of  thought;  one.  that  the  nation  should 
nreparp  for  thermo-nuclear  war  or,  two, 
that  it  should  he  ready  for  rapid  reaction 
in  event  of  gradual  deterrent  or  more  con- 
ventional warfare.  The  first  implies  the 
ability  to  survive  under  massive  aerial 
attack  which  brings  chaos,  the  utilization 
of  trained  manpower  in  rescue,  rehabilita- 
tion and  recovery  measures:  the  second 
invites  the  immediate  mobilization  of  man- 
power in  both  a military  and  industrial 
sen^e  For  neither  in  the  general's  view 
is  this  country  prepared,  and  the  time 
element,  permissible  once  a crisis  appeared 
would  he  short 

His  beliefs  strengthen  his  conviction 
• hat  a national  selective  service  scheme  Is 
imperative;  not.  the  old-fashioned  idea  of 
conscription  that  merely  puts  men  in  uni- 
form. but  the  selective  training  of  men  in 
and  out  of  uniform  for  thp  multifarious 
tasks  that  would  challenge  Canada  to  the 
utmost  in  either  type  of  emergency  Its 
manpower  is  not  sufficiently  apportioned 
against  a day  of  sudden  military  adversity. 


Damaging  Canada’s  Name 


CANADA’S  reputation  Is  being  damaged 
seriously  in  other  countries  which 
hitherlo  have  provided  the  best  sources 
of  immigration  of  the  type  the  Dominion 
needs  most.  The  cause  of  this  is  the 
mounting  record  of  rases  within  recent 
months  reflecting  arbitrary,  callous  and 
even  unauthorized  procedures  and  prac-

Hiding  the  Scaffolding

The  first  Thomas  Walsingham  was 
buried  in  the  family  chapel  there, 
and  so  was  the  fourth,  w’ho  had  be- 
friended Marlowe.
